tioners.

TH  E  Scrofula,  Scrophula,  Struma, 
or  King’s  Evil,  has  been  but  flight- 
ly  treated  upon  by  the  antient  phy- 
fical  Writers  j  and  fome  of  the  Moderns, 
who  attempted  to  be  more  explicit  about  the 
Nature  and  Cure  of  this  moil  obftinate  Dil- 
eafe,  have  left  it  almofb  under  the  fame  Dif¬ 
ficulties  they  found  it.  This  has,  perhaps, 
been  the  Reafon,  why  three  of  the  moll 
celebrated  Authors  of  our  Age,  Sydenham, 
Boerhaave,  and  Hoffman,  have  made  no  Men¬ 
tion  of  it  in  their  Writings. 

It  is  not  to  be  doubted,  but  they  were 
very  well  acquainted  with  the  Nature  of  the 
Difeafe  ;  but  as  they  probably  could  not  point 

B  out 
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out  a  rational  and  effectual  Method  of  Cure, 
they  rather  chofe  to  be  lilent,  than  to  per¬ 
plex  the  Minds  of  their  Readers  with  a 
Number  of  Remedies,  which  they  could 
not  vouch  the  Effeds  of.

An  ingenious  Trad:  upon  this  Subjed,  was 
publifhed  in  1759,  by  William  Scott ,  M.  D. 
who  treats  it  in  a  methodical  Manner ; 
ffiews  a  great  deal  of  Reading,  by  his  many 
judicious  Quotations,  and  points  out  the  Re¬ 
medies  proper  for  a  Cure,  but  mentions  not 
one  Cafe,  where  they  have  been  fuccefsful ; 
fo  that  we  may  conclude,  the  Author  fpeaks 
rather  from  theoretical  than  experimental 
Knowledge. 

The  Cure  of  this  obftinate  Complaint, 
being  ever  attended  with  great  Difficul¬ 
ties,  might  be  one  Reafon,  why,  in  former 
Times,  Recourfe  was  had  to  the  Touch¬ 
ing  of  our  Kings  for  the  Evil  (from  whence, 
by  the  bye,  it  took  its  Name  of  the  King’s 
Evil) ;  it  being  at  that  Time,  perhaps,  deem¬ 
ed  incurable,  except  by  fome  Tupernatural 
Power,  which  Prieft-craft  induftrioufly  pro¬ 
pagated  to  be  conferred  upon  the  Lord’s 

Anointed  5 
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Anointed  i  and  which  made  the  Clergy  alfo 
more  confiderable,  inafmuch,  as  they  were 
the  Xnftruments  of  this  Holy  Undlion.

Doctor  Friend ,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Phyfic . 
Vol.  II.  fays,  that  the  French  Hiftorians 
trace  up  this  tJfage  of  Touching,  in  their 
own  Nation,  by  undoubted  Authority,  as 
high  as  the  eleventh  Century,  in  the  Reign 
of  Philip  the  Firft  -y  but  can  give  no  Ac¬ 
count  that  can  be  relied  on,  how  much  more 
antient  it  was,  though  fome  pretend  to  trace 
it  as  high  as  Clovis .  There  is  the  like  Rea- 
fon  to  think,  even  by  this  Paffage,  as  well 
as  what  is  hinted  here  and  there  in  our  Eng- 
lifh  Hiftory,  that  the  fame  Ufage  had,  for 
fome  Centuries  at  lead;,  prevailed  here,  and 
they  who  carry  it  up  as  far  as  the  Time  of 
Edward  the  Confeffor,  Cotemporary  with 
Philip  the  Firft  of  France ,  feem  to  have  good 
Grounds  for  their  Opinion ;  at  leaft  1  fee  no 
Proofs  which  can  be  brought  againft  it.  If 
the  Monkifh  Writers  are  fuppofed  to  be  all 
partial,  and  inclined  to  flatter  the  Crown, 
there  are  others,  whofe  Veracity  cannot  be 
called  in  Queftion.  Sir  John  Fortefcue ,  a 
very  learned  and  wife  Man,  in  his  Defence 

B  2  <  of 
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of  the  Title  of  Lane  after ,  juft  after  Henry 
the  Fourth’s  Acceffion  to  the  Crown,  repre- 
fents  the  Gift  of  Healing,  as  a  Privilege, 
which  had,  for  Times  immemorial,  belonged 
to  the  Kings  of  England ;  and  he  is  fo  parti¬ 
cular  as  to  attribute  this  to  the  Unftion  of 
their  Hands,  which  is  ufed  at  the  Corona¬ 
tion  :  And  therefore  fays,  that  *  Queens  can 
have  no  fuch  Gift,  becaufe  in  this  Cafe,  that 
Part  of  the  Ceremony  is  left  out.  And 
Archbifhop  Bradwardine,  who  died  in  1348, 
and  who  appeals  to  the  World  for  the  Cures 
performed  by  the  Royal  Touch,  ufes  very 
ftrong  Expreffions  concerning  the  Antiquity 
of  it,  which  furely  he  would  never  have 
done,  had  it  been  fo  modern  a  Pradtice  as 
feme  may  think  it. 


There  is  no  Doubt  that  many  Cures  were 
performed  that  Way  ;  for  V/ijeman ,  in  one  of

his  chirurgic  Treatifes  affirms,  that  in  his 
Attendance  as  Serjeant  Surgeon,  he  had  been 
an  Eye-witnefs  of  many  Hundreds  of  Cures 
by  his  then  Majefty’s  Touch,  without  any 
Affiftance  from  Surgery  nay,  he  doth  not 
fcruple  to  fay,  that  the  faid  Touch  had  cured 
more  in  one  Year,  than  all  the  Surgeons  in 
London  had  done  in  an  Age.

But  whether  this  was  effefted  by  the  in¬ 
herent  Virtue  in  the  Perfon  who  touched,  or 
by  the  fuperftitious  Faith  of  the  Patient,  is 
the  Queflion. 

For  it  is  well  known,  that  many  Princes, 
who  adminiftered  this  Kind  of  religious  Ope¬ 
ration,  were  far  from  being  qualified  to  be 
favoured  with  fech  a  peculiar  Power  from 
the  ^Divinity  ;  it  mu  ft  therefore  be  afcribed 
rather  to  the  Force  of  Imagination  in  the 
Patient,  which  often  produces  furprifing  Jrn~ 
preffions  upon  the  Human  Body ;  witnefs 
the  unaccountable  Effects  of  the  Longings 
in  pregnant  Women,  &c. 

But  as  thefe  fupernatural  Means  are  laid 
afide,  it  behoves  us  to  confult  the  Science  of 

'  j  Phyfic 
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Phyfic  and  Surgery,  for  proper  Remedies; 
and,  in  order  thereto,  it  is  neceffary  to  in- 
veftigate  the  nature  of  the  Difeafe,  to  find 
out  what  Means  ought  to  be  purfued  to  re¬ 
move  it. 

The  Scrofula,  or  Evil,  is  a  hard  Tumor, 
commonly  of  the  fame  Colour  with  the 
Skin,  chiefly  on  the  Sides  of  the  Neck,  about 
the  Maftoid  Mufcles,  behind  the  Ears,  un¬ 
der  the  Jaws,  and  Chin,  &c.  either  move- 
able  or  fixt,  Angle  or  in  Clutters,  it  running 
fometimes  from  the  Ear,  down  to  the  Clavi¬ 
cle,  like  a  Bunch  of  Grapes. 

\ 

There  is  hardly  any  Part  of  the  Body, 
either  external  or  internal,  free  from  this 
Diibrder.  Its  Seat  is  in  the  Glands,  but 
particularly  the  falivary  ones,  though  it  alfo 
often  attacks  the  cellulary  Membrane ;  and 
when  the  Diftemper  has  continued  fome 
Time,  the  Mufcles,  Tendons,  Articulations 
of  the  Bones,  and  even  the  Bones  them- 
felves ;  and  from  the  different  Parts  affedted, 
it  bears  different  Names.  Thus  when  the 
Lachrymal  Glands  are  feized,  it  is  called 
Lippitudo  or  Scleraphihalmia ;  if  the  Parotis , 


or 
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or  Maxillary ,  a  Struma,  Scrophula ,  or  Faro- 
tis ;  if  the  Sublingual,  Ranula  s  if  the  Glands 
of  the  Larynx,  Afpera  arteria,  or  the  Thy¬ 
roid  Gland,  Bronchocele ,  Perijlhymia ,  Boccium, 
or  Hernia  Gutturalis ;  if  the  Axillary,  Stru¬ 
ma,  or  Scrofula  >  if  the  Inguinal,  Bubonoja 
If  the  Joints  of  the  Fingers,  or  their  Bones 
are  affedted,  P adarthrocace ;  but  in  the 
Bred:,  Lungs,  and  Mefentery,  it  commonly 
goes  under  the  Name  of  Scirrhus.  And  the 
white  Swellings  of  the  Knee,  and  Spina 
V mtofa  of  the  Bones,  and  Rickets  in 
Children,  are  doubtlefs  of  the  fame 
Kind.

As  the  cellular  Membrane  is  liable  to  this 
Diforder,  it  is  eafy  to  imagine,  that  any 
Part  of  the  Body  may  differ.  Thus  we 
fee  fometimes,  round  or  oblong,  indurated 
Tumors  upon  the  Bodies  of  the  Mufcles  of 
the  Arms,  or  Legs  and  Thighs,  moveable 
or  immoveable,  which  in  common  are  looked 
upon  as  incifted  Tumors  of  the  Atheroma, 
Steatoma,  or  Meliceris  Kind,  or  perhaps  are 
taken  for  a  Sarcoma,  or  flefhy  Excrefcence ; 
but  as  they  are  frequently  attended  or  fuc- 
ceeded  by  Indurations  and  Swellings  of  the 

whole 
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whole  Limb,  and  give  way  to  Remedies 
proper  for  the  Struma,  there  is  no  Doubt, 
but  that  they  are  of  the  fame  Kind,  and  that 
the  fcrophulous  Matter  affedts  the  cellular 
Membrane,  as  well  as  the  conglobate  Glands 

of  the  Neck,  Axilla ,  and  lnguen .

When  the  Lungs  are  infected,  a  Phtyjis 
Pulmonum  enfues,  and  generally  proves  mor¬ 
tal  ;  and  we  commonly  obferve,  upon  in- 
fpedting  Perfons  who  died  Confumptive,  that 
the  Lobes  of  the  Lungs  are  full  of  Tuber¬ 
cles,  which,  when  they  break,  occafion  in¬ 
curable  Ulcers,  and  confequently  Death. 

In  the  Liver  are  alfo  often  found  Tubercles, 
but  thefe  are  commonly  called  Scirrhuffes, 
as  well  as  the  Hardnefs  frequently  obferved  in 
the  Uterus,  Ovaria,  and  urinary  Bladder.  And 
it  is  generally  feen,  that  ftrumous  Patients 
have  a  Fullnefs  in  the  Hypochondria ,  owing  to 
a  preternatural  Swelling  of  the  Liver,  which 
is  ufually  difordered  in  them,  for  Reafons  as 
fhall  be  mentioned,  when  we  come  to  treat 
of  the  Caufe  of  this  Difeafe.

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When  this  vifcid  acrimonious  Matter  falls 
upon  the  meferaic  Glands,  it  hinders  the 
Chyle  from  paffing  freely  into  the  Mafs  of 
Blood,  and  an  Atrophy ,  or  Wafting  of  the 
Body  enfues.  They  commonly  complain  of 
a  Tightnefs,  Uneafmefs,  and  Hardnefs  of 
the  Belly,  attended  with  Coftivenefs ;  which 
Symptom,  undoubtedly,  is  aggravated  by 
the  undue  Secretion  and  Excretion  of  the 
Bile,  from  the  difordered  Liver* 

Children,  and  thofe  of  a  lax  Habit, 
are  chiefly  liable  to  this  Difeafe  j  for  which 
Reafon  it  is,  that  the  Females  are  more 
fubjeft  to  it  than  the  Males,  and  young 
People  more  than  thofe  in  Years.  Wife- 
man  relates  many  ftrumous  Cafes,  of  which 
a  few  are,  about  Two  or  Three  Years  of 
Age ;  about  Thirty,  under  Fourteen  j 
Thirteen,  between  Fourteen  and  Twenty- 
five  ;  Seven,  between  Twenty-five  and 
Thirty-fix,  and  only  one  Woman  of 
Forty.  But  Ht  Id  anus  mentions  a  Man  of 
Seventy,  who  had  it  from  his  Youth  ; 
and  it  is  not  an  uncommon  Cafe,  to  fee  a 
fcrophulous  or  fcirrhous  Tefticle  in  Men  of 
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advanced  Years,  after  the  Venereal  Difor- 
der  ill  cured.  But  that  it  is  chiefly  incident 
to  Childhood,  is  affirmed  by  Hippocrates , 
Aphorifm  25.  Sedt.  iii.  where  the  Struma  is 
mentioned,  as  one  of  the  Difeafes  peculiar 
to  Children,  beyond  the  Age  of  Dentition. 
Alfo  Obfervation  teaches  us,  that  they  have 
it  before  that  Age,  when  they  are  born  of 
ftrumous  Parents,  or  thofe  that  have  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Taint,  or  when  they  have  fucked 
Nurfes  thus  contaminated,  and  that  it  comes 
upon  Perfons  of  riper  Years,  as  juft  now 
mentioned. 

The  proximate  Cauie,  in  general,  is  ima¬ 
gined  to  be  a  vifcid  Humor,  infardting  and 
obftrudting  the  Dudts  of  the  Glands,  with 
this  Diftindtion  ;  that  whilft  the  Tumors  re¬ 
main  inert  and  loofe,  they  are  thought  to  be 
benign  and  curable ;  but  when  they  are  fixt 
or  fuppurated,  and  fpread  like  a  corrofive 
Humor,  that  then,  they  proceed  from  the 
Atrabilis ,  and  are  fcarce  curable  at  all.

The  remote  Caufe  is  luch  as  occafions  a 
Laxity  of  the  Solids,  together  with  an  in¬ 
ert  Vifcidity  of  the  Fluids.  Of  this  Kind 

are 
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are  the  Errors  that  are  committed  in  the 
Non-naturals,  as  they  are  commonly  called, 
viz.  Air,  Meat  and  Drink,  Motion  and  Reft, 
Sleeping  and  Waking,  Excrements  and’ 
Things  retained,  and  the  Affections  of  the 
Mind. 

Humid  or  damp  Air  muft  be  injurious  to 
the  human  Frame  in  general,  as  it  relaxes 
the  Solids,  and  mixes  more  Phlegm  with  the 
Blood,  than  is  neceffary  to  carry  on  its  due 
Circulation;  and  confequently,  as  it  grows  in¬ 
ert,  may  ftagnate  in  the  narrow  Convolutions 
of  the  Glands,  and  form  the  Evil.  On  the 
other  Hand,  if  it  is  too  dry,  it  may  be  hurt¬ 
ful  in  the  oppofite  Senfe ;  for  the  Blood,  be¬ 
coming  too  glutinous,  for  Want  of  due  Pro¬ 
portion  of  Serum,  to  pafs  freely  through 
the  Glands,  Obftructions  may  be  formed 
there ;  though  this  is  not  fo  often  the  Cafe 
as  the  other,  for  the  Air  in  general  contains 
Moifture  enough  to  fupply  the  animal  Func¬ 
tions.  But  if  there  fhould  be  any  Sufpicion 
of  either  of  this  Kind  of  Air  being  injuri¬ 
ous,  it  ought  to  be  changed.

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But  the  Nourifhment  <ve  take,  has  a  hill 
greater  Share  in  the  forming  or  aggravating 
the  Evil.  When  Children  fuck  Milk,  that 
is  difpofed  to  turn  four  in  the  Stomach, 
this  Acidity  is  apt  to  make  the  Bile  inert; 
from  hence  the  Chile  is  not  well  attenuated, 
which  brings  on  a  Vifcidity  of  the  Juices, 
and  Infarctions  of  the  Glands.  And  in  this 
Light  it  appears  plain,  that  Alum,  in  the 
Bread  we  daily  eat,  muft  be  very  pernicious 
to  the  human  Frame  in  general,  and  to  ten¬ 
der  Infants  in  particular ;  with  RefpeCt  to 
whom,  it  may  very  juflly  be  looked  upon  as 
a  flow,  but  fure  Poifon,  as  it  curdles  the 
Milk  in  the  Stomach,  it  often  caufes  the 
watery  Gripes,  ObftruCtions  in  the  in ef en¬ 
teric  Glands,  and  lays  the  Foundation  of 
this  and  other  chronical  Difeafes,  —  And  in 
fhort  all  fuch  Diet  fhould  be  avoided,  as  will 
render  the  Juices  vifcid,  and  unfit  to  pafs 
through  the  long  and  narrow  Convolutions 
of  the  Glands.  Hence  we  fufpedt,  that  liv¬ 
ing  upon  Milk  alone  may  he  injurious;  as, 
by  its  glutinous  Quality,  it  thickens  the 
Blood,  which  confequently  paffes  through 
the  Glands  with  more  Difficulty,  and  there¬ 
fore, 
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fore,  in  this  Cafe,  we  recommend  fome  ani- 
mal  Food  may  be  given  between,  to  prevent, 
by  its  adtive  alkaline  Salts,  the  Torpidity 
the  Blood  and  Lymph  may  receive  from  the 
vifcous  Nutriment  of  the  Milk.  Likewife, 
we  fhould  have  Regard  to  the  Quantity^  as 
well  as  the  Quality  of  Children’s  Food, 
Their  Appetite  is  often  greater  than  the  di- 
geftive  Power  of  the  Stomach,  which  mull: 
occaflon  Crudities  :  For  the  fame  Reafon, 
they  fhould  not  be  permitted  to  be  conftantly 
eating,  as  fome  of  them  do,  and  to  be  ad- 
moni (lied  to  chew  their  Vidtuals  ;  for  as  moft 
Diforders,  incident  to  Children,  have  their 
Seat  in  the  Prima  Via,  the  Stomach  and 
Bowels,  they  are  chiefly  owing  to  this  Mif- 
management — All  Kinds  of  Salt  Meat  fhould 
be  avoided,  as  alio  high-feafoned  Meats,  be- 
caufe  the  former,  by  their  acid  Quality,  are 
apt  to  coagulate  the  Lymph  too  much,  and 
the  latter  render  it  acrimonious,  beyond  its 
natural  Standard  —  Hog’s  Flefh  is  alfo  perni¬ 
cious,  whether  frefli  or  faked  ;  for  as  it  is  of 
a  loofe  Texture,  it  furnifhes  too  vifcid  a  Nu¬ 
triment,  and  when  pickled,  the  coagulating 
Nature  of  Salts  rather  adds  to  that  Quality. 
And  in  fhort,  fuch  a  Diet  fhould  be  recom¬ 
mended. 
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mended,  as  will  produce  a  Chyle,  as  free 
from  Crudities  and  Salts,,  as  the  Nature  of 
Things  will  admit  of. 

Exercife,  every  one  knows,  is  greatly  con¬ 
ducive  to  preferve  Health  ;  as  on  the  other 
Hand,  the  Want  of  it  is  the  Source  of  a 
Train  of  Difeafes,  and  therefore  is  particu¬ 
larly  recommended,  to  be  given  to  Infants 
that  have  not  the  Ufe  of  their  Limbs,  to 
procure  it  themfelves.  Thofe  that  are  far¬ 
ther  advanced,  fhould  be  prompted  to  ufe 
as  much  Exercife  as  they  can  ;  and  when  the 
Conftitution  will  bear  it,  the  Cold- Bath,  or 
Bathing  in  the  Sea,  may  be  of  great  Ser¬ 
vice,  by  Way  of  giving  a  hidden  Shock,  and 
Contraction  to  the  Solids,  and  accelerating 
the  Motion  of  the  Fluids  thereby.  But  this 
ought  to  be  recommended  with  great  Cau¬ 
tion  for  if  the  Patient’s  Conflitution  is  fo 
languid,  as  not  to  be  able  to  refill  the  great 
Impetus,  from  the  Contraction  of  the  Cold, 
they  will  be  injured  hv  it,  inflead  of  mend¬ 
ed  ;  and  I  fear  that  the  prefent  fafhionable 
Way  of  Bathing  in  the  Sea,  often  rather 
hinders  than  promotes  the  Cure  of  this  Dif- 
eafe,  when  injudiciouly  applied.

As  to  fleeping  and  waking,  it  fhould  be 
obferved,  that  as  Sleep  relaxes,  it  fhould  not 
be  indulged  too  much,  yet  it  ought  to  be  al¬ 
lowed  in  Moderation,  fo  far  as  is  neceilary  to 
recruit  the  animal  Strength.  Patients,  un¬ 
der  this  Complaint,  are  generally  coftive ; 
particular  Care  fhould  therefore  be  had,  to 
keep  them  conftantly  open,  and  all  the  Se¬ 
cretions  and  Excretions  regulated,  fo  as  to 
reinftate  Nature  in  her  orderly  Functions. 

The  Affections  of  the  Mind  can  hardly 
be  fuppofed  to  have  any  great  Influence  upon 
young  Infants ;  however,  as  the  Serenity  of 
Mind  is  a  great  Promoter  of  the  vital  Func¬ 
tions,  they  fhould  be  indulged,  and  kept 
from  fretting  as  much  as  poflible ;  and  when 
they  are  farther  advanced,  they  lhould  be 
encouraged  to  keep  up  their  Spirits,  to  cor¬ 
rect  that  Languor,  which  they  are  com¬ 
monly  fubjedt  to,  in  this  Eiftemper  $  and 
this  Confideration  may  be  extended,  with 
due  Allowance,  to  thofe  of  riper  Years. 

To  trace  out  farther  the  remote  Caufe, 
we  fhould  take  into  Confideration,  what  we 

have  s 
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have  obferved  in  treating  thefe  Patients, 
viz.  that  when  an  Emetic  is  given,  what 
they  difcharge  is  bitter  and  four,  and  that 
as  the  Cure  advances,  this  Symptom  abates : 
It  is  therefore  very  reafonable  to  fuppofe, 
that  the  Bile  is  greatly  concerned  in  this  Dif- 
temper,  but  in  what  Manner  is  not  very 
clear  —  it  has  been  found,  by  obfervation, 
that  when  Dogs  have  had  their  Pancreas  cut 
out,  they  have  been  immediately  affedted 
with  ftrumous  Glands ;  probably  for  the 
Want  of  the  pancreatic  Juice  to  dilute  the 
Bile,  and  make  it  mix  intimately  with  the 
Chyle,  in  order  to  diffolve  it,  fo  as  to  render 
it  fit  to  pafs  through  the  fmailer  Veffels. 
Now,  as  a  confiderable  Acidity  feems  to  be 
lodged  in  thefe  Patients  Stomachs,  may  we 
not.  fuppofe,  that  this  acid  Fomes  is  the  ori¬ 
ginal  Caufe,  as  undoubtedly  it  vitiates  the 

pancreatic  Juice,  and  makes  it  too  acid ; 

£ 

which,  inftead  of  diluting  and  attenuating 
the  Bile,  coagulates  the  alkaline  Subftance 
of  it,  and  renders  it  unfit  for  the  Office  it 
is  defigned.  Taking  this  for  granted,  it 
follows,  that  when  the  Bile  is  become  inert, 
and  does  not  do  its  function  properly,  then 
the  Chyle  is  not  duely  prepared,  but  glows 

glutinous. 
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glutinous.  And  as  Hippocrates  obfcrves, 
that  a  Defect  of  the  Digeftion,  in  the  firft 
Paffages,  is  not  to  be  repaired  in  the  reft ; 
therefore  the  Chyle  being  vitiated,  the  me- 
fenteric  Glands  are  foon  obftru&ed,  and  at 
laft  the  whole  Mafs  of  Blood  is  contaminat¬ 
ed  ;  hence  the  Obftrudtions  of  the  Glands 

in  the  Struma  are  eafily  accounted  for. _ 

It  may  be  obferved  here,  that  Children  are 
often  troubled  with  big  Bellies ;  which,  by 
this  Theory,  is  eafily  explained ;  for,  by 
their  eating  improper  Things,  and  filling 
their  Stomachs  before  the  Digeftion  is  per¬ 
formed,  Crudities  muftenfue,  which  infard 
the  meferaic  Glands,  and  occafion  the  In- 
teftines  to  grow  rigid  and  inflated,  fucceeded 
by  a  hectic  Heat,  Atrophy,  and  fome times 
by  fcrofulous  Tumors  in  the  Neck,  and 
other  Parts. 

But  when  the  Evil  comes  by  Inheritance 
from  fcrofulous  Parents,  or  fuch  as  have  a 
Venereal  Taint  in  them,  we  muft  extend 
our  Views  farther,  and  fuppofe,  that  Chil¬ 
dren  receive  from  the  firft,  the  oriffinal  coa- 

O 

gulating  Seeds,  which  propagate  upon  the 
Offspring,  the  Diftemper  fui  generis ,  and 

D  the 
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the  laft,  in  whom  the  Difeafe  has  been  filenc- 
ed,  perhaps  fo  far  as  not  to  exert  its  direful 
Effects ;  yet  fo  much  of  it  is  left,  as  may 
convey  to  the  Child,  fuch  a  Quantity  of  thofe 
virulent  Salts,  as  is  fufficient  to  coagulate  the 
Lymph,  and  bring  on  ObftruCtions  of  the 
Glands,  and  form  the  Scrofula.  From  hence 
it  appears  plain,  that  no  particular  Noftrum 
will  do  for  this  Diforder ;  becaufe,  thofe  who 
have  it  by  Inheritance,  mull  be  treated  diffe¬ 
rently,  from  fuch  as  have  acquired  it  fince 
their  Birth,  and  the  Remedies  adapted  to 
the  proper  Caufe,  the  Diftemper  arifes 
from. 

The  Scrofula  comes  alfo  frequently  after 
the  Small-Pox  and  Meafles,  if  the  Blood  is 
not  fufficiently  cleanfed  of  the  glutinous 
morbid  Matter,  by  due  Purgation ;  as  alfo 
after  Inoculation,  when  it  has  not  properly 
taken  Place.  The  Reafon  of  which  feems 
to  be,  that  as  we  cannot  be  fure  of  the  Time, 
when  the  Blood  is  difpofed  to  receive  the  In¬ 
fection,  therefore,  when  it  is  done  at  an  im¬ 
proper  Time,  the  Juices  are  put  into  a  Fer¬ 
mentation,  not  fufficient  to  throw  off  the 
variolus  Matter,  and  remain  in  a  State  of 

Vifcidity* 
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Vifcidity,  accompanied  with  Acrimony,  the 
Parents  of  this  Difeafe :  And  that  this  mull 
be  frequently  the  Cafe  appears  plainly,  if 
we  reflefl  how  often  it  happens,  that  Chil¬ 
dren  and  others  do  not  take  the  Small-Pox, 
though  they  are  with  thofe  that  have  it ;  and 
we  have  known  Perfons  inoculated  in  vain, 
who  got  the  Diftemper  afterwards  in  the 
natural  Way.  Therefore  it  fhould  feem, 
that  thofe  who  have  the  Small-Pox  in  the 
natural  Way  (as  by  this  Means,  Nature 
brings  about  a  perfedt  Depuration  of  the 
morbid  Matter)  hand  a  better  Chance,  with 
regard  to  the  Confequences,  than  thofe  who 
are  inoculated.

We  may  infer,  from  thefe  Remarks,  that 
the  proximate  Caufe  of  the  Scrofula  is,  as 
before  mentioned,  a  preternatural  Vifcidity 
of  the  Lymph,  and  not  an  Acrimony  or 
Acidity.  For  if  there  was  any  confiderable 
Degree  of  any  Kind  of  Acrimony,  that  oc- 
cafioned  thefe  Tumors,  they  would,  in  all 
Probability,  inflame  much  fooner,  and  come 
to  Suppuration  eafler  than  they  are  generally 
obferved  to  do.  And  though  Wifeman  is  of 
Opinion,  that  it  is  owing  to  a  particular 

D  2  Acidity 
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Acidity  in  the  Serum  of  the  Blood,  which, 
wherever  it  fettles;  coagulates  and  grows 
hard 5  yet,  that  this  cannot  be  the  cafe,  appears 
plain  ;  becaufe,  neither  the  Tafte,  nor  chy- 
mical  Experiments,  Ihew  any  Acidity  in  the 
.  Serum  or  Tumor  5  and  the  celebrated  Dr. 
Boerhaave  afferts,  that  he  could  never  dif- 
cern  any  Acid  in  the  Blood  and  Serum 
at  all. 

All  Nature  is  fimple  and  plain  in  her  Ope¬ 
rations,  and  when  we  find  a  plain  Caufe,  we 
fhould  not  perplex  our  Ideas  with  fearching 
for  more  intricate  ones.  The  Vifcidity  of 
the  Lymph  will  account  for  all  the  Phaeno- 
mona  of  the  Scrofula  in  the  Glands*  which 
is  eafily  conceived  may  be  infardted  thereby  ; 
as  alfo  that  flat  and  hard  Tumors  of  the 
fcrofulous  Kind,  may  happen  in  other  Parts 
of  the  Body,  when  the  vifcid  Lymph,  hav¬ 
ing  its  thinner  Particles  abforbed,  is  pro¬ 
truded  forth  into  the  cellular  Membrane.

Avicenna  obferves,  that  thole  who  have 

fhort  Necks,  are  very  much  difpofed  to  have 
this  Difeafe  there  —  Lommius  remarks,  that 
Children  who  have  dep relied  Temples,  and 
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large  Jaw-bones,  are  frecpently  affected 
with  the  Evil  —  Others  pretend,  that  a  great 
Vivacity  and  Acutenefs  of  Undemanding, 
often  precede  this  Complaint ;  and  on  the 
other  Hand,  Paracelfus  fays,  that  Ideots  are 
often  affeCted  with  it,  which  implies  a  plain 
Contradiction,  and  therefore  it  fhould  feem 
that  thefe  Obfervations  are  rather  accidental, 
than  effential  to  the  Difeafe  itfelf.  But 
fuppofing  them  to  be  founded  in  Nature,  yet 
as  they  are  not  commonly  attended  to,  we 
will  not  dwell  on  them  here,  but  only  ob- 
ferve,  that  a  foft,  indolent  Swelling  of  tip 
Upper-lip,  is  the  commoneft  Sign  of  a  fcro- 
fulous  Habit,  and  is  almoft  a  conftant  con¬ 
comitant  Symptom  of  it. 

The  Patients  generally  perceive  a  Tight- 
nefs  of  the  Abdomen,  and  Swelling,  attended 
with  a  dull  Kind  of  Pain,  proceeding  from 
an  Obftrudtion  of  the  meferaic  Glands, 
where  the  Difeafe  commonly  makes  the  firft 
Attack.  Then  follows  a  Tumefaction  of 
the  Neck,  and  Induration  of  the  Glands, 
and  a  frefh  red  Colour  of  the  Cheeks,  oc- 
cafioned  by  the  Preffure  of  thefe  Tumors 
upon  the  jugular  Veins,  which  impedes  the 

Return 
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Return  of  the  Blood,  and  confequently  the 
Face  muft  appear  flufhed  with  a  red  Co¬ 
lour. 

Thefe  Tumors,  at  firft,  are  foft  and  elaf- 
tic,  fo  as  to  yield  a  little  to  the  Touch,  « 
which  diftinguifhes  them  from  the  Atheroma , 
Steatoma ,  and  Mcliccris ;  which,  in  general, 
are  not  fo  moveable  and  elaftic  when  preffed 
upon,  becaufe  they  are  not  inclofed  in  a 
Gland. 

‘  In  the  beginning,  little  Granulations  are 
perceived  under  the  Chin,  in  the  maxillary 
and  parotid  Glands,  and  down  the  maftoid 
Mufcle,  which  increafe  gradually,  and  when 
grown  big,  become  hard  and  fixt.  When 
the  thyroid  Glands  grow  fcrofulousy  they 
may,  by  preffing  upon  the  Afpera  Arteria> 
fuffocate  the  Patient,  and  when  the  Glands 
of  the  Oefophagus  are  infected,  the  Pafl age 
being  fhut  up,  they  may  be  ftarved  for  Want 
of  Nourifhment  ;  Inftances  of  which  are 
mentioned  by  Tulpius ,  and  Hildanus .  Obf. 
Med. 
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When  the  Humors  have  ftagnated  fome 
Time,  a  preternatural  Heat  is  raifed,  which 
brings  on  a  Kind  of  Suppuration ;  the  Dif- 
charge  is  not  laudable  Matter,  but  rather  an 
acrimonious  Ichor  or  curd-like  Pus ;  which 
latter  feems  to  be  fmall  Particles  of  Fat,  co¬ 
agulated  in  its  Cells,  and  not  mixt  with  the 
purulent  Matter  of  the  Glands.  Befides 
thefe,  various  other  Subftances  have  been 
obferved  in  fcrofulous  Glands,  fuch  as  carti¬ 
laginous,  terreftrial,  and  lapideous  Concre¬ 
tions  ;  Dr.  Haller  makes  mention  of  chalky, 
ftony,  and  fandy  Confidences ;  and  GliJJin 
has  obferved  W orms  in  fome  of  them. 

As  the  Integuments  grow  thin,  from  the 
Lofs  of  Subftance,  occafioned  by  the  Dif- 
charge,  the  Orifice  of  the  Ulcer  becomes 
wider  by  Degrees,  and  the  Lips  appear  tu¬ 
mid,  from  the  Prefifure  of  the  Air,  and  dry 
for  Want  of  Nourifhment, 

The  Matter  now  becoming  very  acrimoni¬ 
ous,  fungous  Flefh  arifes ;  and  as  it  infinuates 
itfelf  into  the  cellulary  Membrane,  produces 

finuous 
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fmuous  Ulcers,  denudes  and  erodes  the  Muf- 
cles  and  Tendons,  and  often  renders  carious 
the  Bones  themfelves. 

The  white  Swellings  of  the  Joints,  and 
Spina  Ventofa ,  are  alfo  commonly  owing  to 
a  fcrofulous  Caufe  —  When  an  Obftrudtion 
is  formed  in  the  lmall  Velfels,  that  fecrete 
the  Marrow  from  the  Blood  ;  or  if  the  Mar- 
row  grows  fo  vifcid  as  to  ftagnate  in  its  Cells, 
and  there  grows  acrimonious,  a  Suppuration 

enfues,  and  a  Caries  of  the  Bones.

When  many  Glands  come  to  be  in  a  State 

of  Suppuration,  and  a  Quantity  of  that  Pus 

is  abforbed  into  the  Mafs  of  Blood,  it  grows 

acrimonious,  and  a  fymptomatic  Fever  is 

railed,  which  is  not  curable,  unlefs  the  Dif- 

eafe  be  firft  removed,  and  therefore  generally 

terminates  in  a  hedtic  Fever,  which  con- 

fumes  the  Bodv  to  Skin  and  Bones,  till  at 

* 

laif.  Nature  being  quite  exhaufted,  Death 
puts  a  Period  to  their  long  Sufferings.  And 
if  a  Diarrhsea  is  raifed,  by  the  morbid  Mat¬ 
ter  falling  upon  the  Inteftines,  it  fhortens 
the  Scene  of  Woe  and  Mifery. 

'  -  ,  As 
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As  to  the  Prognoftics  of  this  Difeafe, 
Hippocrates  obferves  in  Pr  cedi  Bor ,  L.  11. 
Se£t.  ii,  that  Children  are  frequently  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  Scrofula,  and  are  eafily  cured. 
But  when  it  happens  to  thofe,  who  are  ar¬ 
rived  to  the  State  of  Puberty,  their  Cure  is 
attended  with  more  Difficulty ;  and  that  it 
feldom  or  never  arifes  in  Man’s  Eftate,  hut 
that  they  are  afifeded  with  Cancers,  either 
occult  or  prominent,  to  their  latter  Days  of 
Life.

Baglivi,  Prax,  Med.  L.  i.  fays,  the  Dif- 
eafes  of  the  Lymph  are  very  difficult  to  cure, 
and  by  an  eafy  Tranfition,  degenerate  into  a 
Scrofula,  Scirrhus,  and  Inflammations,  and 
terminate  in  an  incurable  He  die ;  for  it  is 
difficult  to  bring  into  Motion  again,  the 
Lymph  concreted  in  the  Glands,  by  fome 
Acid  ;  and  one  of  the  Glands  thus  affected, 
draws  the  others  into  Content  very  loon,  and 
lays  the  Foundation  of  great  Difeafes.  1

■ Turner 9  In  his  Art  of  Surgery,  Se<5t.  xi. 
fays,  that  this  Diftemper  is  uncertain  in  its 
Event,  according  to  its  different  Nature  and 
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Degrees.  Thus,  if  it  be  hereditary,  or  ar¬ 
rived  to  any  Height,  the  Mefentery  is  com¬ 
monly  obftructed,  and  the  Patient  dies  tabid. 
Or  if  the  Joints  are  affedted  with  white 
Swellings,  the  Bones  are  generally  fouled, 
before  the  Matter  appears  outwardly,  and 
the  Ligaments  rotten.  No  better  is  to  be 
expected,  where  it  has  taken  hold  of  the 
fmall  Bones  cf  the  Carpus  or  Metacarpus , 
the  Tarfus  or  Metatarfus ,  known  by  the 
Thicknefs  of  the  Joint,  Finger,  or  Toe  af- 
fedted,  even  before  it  inflames  or  fuppurates, 
when  it  proves  a  Work  of  long  Time  (thefe 
lmall  Bones,  as  well  as  the  Heads  of  the 
Joints,  being  difficultly  exfoliated)  and 
very  uncertain  in  the  I flue  or  Ccnclufion  — 
On  the  other  Hand,  if  there  appear  only 
fome  glandulous  Swellings  under  the  Chin, 
or  about  the  Neck,  provided  they  are  fe- 
curely  fituated ;  if  they  are  not  relolved  by 
a  phylical  Regimen,  and  fuitable  external 
Applications,  they  may  be  taken  out  by  In- 
ciflon,  or  wafted  away  by  Efcharotics,  and 
the  Patient  thereby  freed  of  the  Diftemper; 
though,  fometimes,  an  unfeemly  Stigma  re¬ 
mains  after,  in  the  Room  of  a  Cicatrix.

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For  the  Manner  of  extirpating  thefe  Tu¬ 
mors  with  the  Knife,  the  Reader  may  con- 
fult  Heift  er  s  Surgery,  where  he  will  find  a 
fuccindt  Account  of  the  Manner  of  perform¬ 
ing  this  Operation. 

In  general,  the  Prognoftic  of  this  Dif- 
eafe  is,  that  when  it  is  hereditary,  or  got 
from  the  Nurfe,  and  both  internal  and  ex¬ 
ternal  Parts  are  affedted,  it  is  difficult  to 
cure,  and  fometimes  incurable.  When  a 
venereal  or  fcorbutic  Taint  is  mixt  with  it, 
the  Difeafe  is  greatly  aggravated ;  and  when 
it  is  of  long  ftaqding,  when  the  Strength  is 
already  much  broke,  and  colliquative  Dif- 
charges  come  on,  accompanied  with  a  dry 
Cough  and  hedtic  Fever,  little  or  no  Hope 
remains.

To  cure  this  Herculean  Difeafe,  we  fhould 
diredt  our  Intentions  to  the  removing;  the  Ob- 
flrudlion  of  the  Glands,  by  inciding  the 
Vilcidity  of  the  Humors,  and  corredting 
their  Acrimony,  and  then  to  deftroy  the  Tu¬ 
mor,  by  internal  or  external  Application. 
But  when  the  Fuilds  are  in  fo  acrimonious  a 
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State  as  to  attack  the  Bones,  topical  Appli¬ 
cation  avails  but  little,  the  Chief  depends 
upon  internal  Means  3  and  thefe  failing.  Am¬ 
putation  muff  take  Place,  which  frequently 
proves  only  a  temporary  Relief,  the  morbid 
Matter  not  extirpated,  falling  afterwards  up¬ 
on  fome  other  Part,  and  deftroying  the  Pa¬ 
tient  at  laft. 

In  this  wide  Field,  we  meet  with  no 
Affiftance  from  the  moil  celebrated  modern 
Authors,  as  before  obferved ;  we  mud  there¬ 
fore  have  Reccurfe  to  fuch  Information  as 
can  he  collected  from  others  —  from  the  An- 
tients  alfo  we  can  get  no  great  Light  con¬ 
cerning  this  Difeafe  3  for  Hippocrates  fays  lit¬ 
tle  or  nothing  about  the  curative  Part  of  it  3 
Galen ,  indeed,  is  fomewhat  more  explicit, 
L.  xiv.  C.  11.  de  Met  ho  do  Medendi ,  he  fays, 
that  with  the  Difeafe,  the  Part  itfelf  is  to  be 
removed,  which  is  to  be  done  two  Ways, 
either  by  extirpating  it,  with  the  Knife, 
like  a  Cancer,  or  by  putrifying  or  refolving 
it,  with  proper  Remedies.  And  thefe,  he 
fays,  in  Lib .  de  Me  die  inis,  C.  11,  are  the 
Powder  of  Lupins  boiled  in  Oxyinel  j 
another,  the  Dung  of  an  Ox  or  Goat  boiled 

in 
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in  Vinegar,  and  applied ;  or  Lime  mixt  with 
Honey,  Oil,  or  Hog's  Lard ;  or  Axungice 
veteris ,  Sent,  hyofciami ,  Picis ,  0/g/.  antiquL 
Stercoris  citrini  G  a  lli  nee  aa.  p.  ceq.  commifce  & 
appone :  As  to  Internals,  we  can  find  none 
mentioned  by  this  Author.

Aretans ,  when  he  treats  of  the  Scrofula, 
he  looks  upon  it  as  an  inflammatory  Tumor, 
and  therefore  mentions  it  under  the  Head  of 
the  Angina . 

Celfus ,  de  Re  Med .  L.  v.  C.  28.  recom¬ 
mends  Veratrum  alb .  to  be  given  often,  and 
until  the  Tumors  are  diftolved;  and  to  ap¬ 
ply,  externally,  fuch  Remedies  as  will  either 
diffipate  or  carry  off  the  Humor.  Some, 
fays  he,  make  Ufe  of  the  Cautery  or  Cauftics 
to  extirpate  them,  but  they  are  always  tire- 
fome  to  the  Phyfician,  and  that  the  Vulgar 
had  a  Notion,  that  eating  a  Snake  or  Serpent 
(anguem)  was  a  Cure  for  the  Evil.

Albucafis  fays,  that  when  thefe  Glands  are 
enlarged  to  an  extraordinary  Bignefs,  fo  as 
to  reach  down  aim  oft  to  the  Clavicles,  in 
fuch  Cafe  they  are  commonly  fcirrhous,  and  we 

may

may  eafily  know  from  Anatomy,  if  we  were 
not  warned  by  Aetius ,  that  the  Diftemper,  in 
its  own  Nature,  is  incurable,  for  neither  in¬ 
ward  or  outward  Medicines  can  diffolve  it, 
and  Repellents  would  rather  do  Mifchief* 
by  throwing  the  Matter  back  upon  fome 
other,  and  perhaps  nobler  Part;  and  that  no 
prudent  Surgeon  fhould  attempt  to  extirpate 
fuch  a  large  Tumor,  for  Fear  of  cutting  an 
Artery  or  Vein,  or  the  recurrent  Nerve ;  and 
gives  a  fufficient  Caution  to  any  young  Sur¬ 
geon,  in  telling  the  Story  of  an  ignorant 
Operator,  who,  by  wounding  the  Arteries 
of  the  Neck,  killed  the  Patient  upon  the 

Spot. 

To  infert  here  the  various  Methods  of 
treating  this  Difeafe,  from  the  many  Authors 
who  have  feverally  wrote  on  this  Subject, 
would  fwell  this  Treatife  beyond  the  Bounds 
propofed.  And  as,  from  the  Quotations 
above,  it  appears,  that  the  Antients  fhew  but 
little  Skill  in  the  Cure  of  this  Complaint, 
let  us  take  a  Review  of  fome  of  the  Mo¬ 
derns,  among  whom  our  Countryman,  Wife - 
many  is  one  of  the  moll  confpicuous.  He 
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recommends  Cathartics ,  Alteratives,  Mille¬ 
pedes 9  Lac  AJinitiy  and  decoSt.  Sarfce,  Exter¬ 
nally  the  Indications  are,  Refolution,  Suppu¬ 
ration,  and  Extirpation,  The  fofter  Strumas, 
fays  he,  are  often  difculfed ;  Strumce  phleg - 
monoides  are  frequently  fuppurated,  but  thole 
that  are  old,  hard,  and  crude,  are  feldom 
brought  to  a  kindly  Suppuration.  If  a 
Struma  is  free  and  moveable.  Extirpation 
with  the  Knife  is  the  readied:  Cure  ;  but  if 
the  Indurations  are  great,  and  lie  deep.  Ex¬ 
tirpation  is  better  attempted  by  Cauftics; 
amongft  which  he  recommends,  as  the  bell 
for  this  Purpofe,  that  which  is  made  of 
Calx  viv.  boiled  in  a  Lixivium  with  Soap . 
The  Aperture  being  made  by  this  Cauftic, 
the  Tumor  fhould  be  confumed  by  Efcaro- 
tics ;  for  which,  the  Powder  called  Sine  Pari , 
prepared  of  equal  Quantities  of  Mercur . 
fublim .  Auripigmenty  and  Calx  viv .  fhould 
be  made  Ufe  of.  Mercur .  praecip.  with  or 
without  Alum .  ujl.  is  milder,  but  not  fo  po¬ 
tent  in  its  Operation.  For  farther  particu¬ 
lars  the  Reader  is  referred  to  the  A^uthor 
himfelf. 
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Some  have  advifed,  that  Medicines  for 
the  Evil  fhould  be  taken  from  the  laft  Quar¬ 
ter,  to  the  new  Moon.  And  Dr.  Fuller  af¬ 
firms,  that  a  Decodtion  of  the  Fol.  Fufjila- 
ginis ,  taken  inwardly,  a  long  Time,  cures 
the  King’s  Evil,  above  all  Things  he  had 
made  ufe  of,  vid.  Med .  Gymnaf  p.  93.  The 
Paronychia  fol •  Rutaceoy  is  alfo  deemed  a 
Specific,  infufed  in  Beer.  Etmuller  recom¬ 
mends  an  Infufion  of  Rofemary  like  Tea, 
and  a  Decodtion  of  Rad.  Scrophular .  Lamium 
album ,  boiled  in  Milk,  coagulates  it.  The 
Whey  taken  inwardly,  and  the  Curd  applied 
to  the  Ulcers,  is  faid  to  cure  the  molt  de¬ 
plorable  Strumas,  without  any  other  Affif- 
tance. 

The  Philofophical  Tranfadtions  take  No¬ 
tice  of  a  Struma  cured  by  the  Application 
of  a  dead  Man's  Hand  ;  and  a  very  extraor¬ 
dinary  PaiTage  is  found  in  Zacutus  Lufitanus 
praxis  admirand .  L.  i.  Obf.  101.  where  he 
inferts  the  following  PlaiiEer,  which  he  calls 
God  to  witnefs,  never  fails  to  diffolve  the 
Struma,  or  to  bring  it  to  Suppuration,  viz.

Upon  the  iolemn  Affirmation  of  this  Au¬ 
thor*  I  was  induced,  in  the  beginning  of  my 
Practice*  to  prepare  this  Ointment,  but  am 
forry  to  fay  it,  that  it  did  not  anfwer,  in  my 
Hands,  the  Character  he  gives  of  it. 

Dr.  Scott,  in  his  Ingenious  Diffiertation  on 
the  Scioiuia,  fays,  this  Difeafe  in  general, 
feems  to  owe  its  Rife  to  a  Laxity  of  the 
Solids,  and  L enter  of  the  Fluids,  and  there¬ 
fore  thinks  Bleeding  improper ,  except  in 
Cals  or  a  Plethora ,  or  when  the  Tumor  is 
occafioned  by  fome  external  Injury;  other- 
wife  it  would  weaken  the  V is  Vitcs,  and  tend 
to  increafe  the  Laxity  of  the  Habit.  But 
he  recommends  Emetics,  fuch  as  not  only 
evacuate  the  pituitous  Colluvies,  but  alfo  at 
the  fame  Time,  by  their  gentle  Stimulus, 
ftrengthen  the  Prim  a  V ia>  viz.  Pin.  Ipocaue. 
Oxym ,  Se  i  hi  tic .  hdf  Vitrioh ,  a  ftrong  Infufion 
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of  Cham  am,  or  Card .  Bened .  &c,  and  that* 
perhaps,  fome  of  thefe  might  anfwer  very 
well,  if  given  by  Way  of  Alteratives,  in 
fmall  and  repeated  Dofes, 


As  the  Phyfician  ought  always  to  have  in 
View  thefe  chief  Indications,  to  refolve  and 
attenuate  the  Fluids,  and  to  ftrengthen  the 
Solids,  Soap  is  particularly  recommended, 
as  an  attenuating,  deterging,  ftimulating,  and 
deobftruent  Medicine,  and  a  Corrector  of 
the  Acidity  which  commonly  prevails  in  the 
Brim  a  Via . 


The  attenuating  Gums,  as  Ammon.  AJJ'. 
jcetid.  G  alb  an.  Myrrh.  Sagapany&c.  by  their 
ftimulating  Quality,  communicate  an  Elafti-  * 
city  to  the  Solids,  and  confequently  ferve  to 
brace  up  and  ftrengthen  them — To  this  Clafs 
alfo  belong  the  Vegetables  of  the  aromatic 
Kind,  whofe  A&ion  depends  upon  the  fame 
Principle,  m.  Herb.  Abfinth.  Cochlear.  Fu- 
mar.  Naflurt.  Rofmarin.  Sah .  Flo.  Cham  am. 
&c.  Rad.  Angel.  Calorn.  aromat.  Gentian „

Dr.  Pother  gill y  in  the  Medical  Obfervatiom 

and  Inquiries ,  mentions,  that  he  had  cured, 
with  a  Decodtion  of  Cort.  Penman.  People 
of  both  Sexs,  infefted  with  painful  Opthal- 
mies  of  fwelled  Lips,  and  the  like  Com¬ 
plaints,  which  had  eluded  many  efficacious 
Medicines  given  before.  He  obfdrves,  that 
it  doth  not  avail  much,  where  the  Bones  are 
affedfed,  nor  where  the  Scrofula  attacks  the 
Joints,  or  the  Membranous  Covers  of  the 
Mufcles,  in  which  Cafe  the  Periojhum  feldom 
efcapes  without  feme  Injury,  and  the  Bone 
itfelf  is  injured  of  Courfe.  Here,  fays  he, 
the  Bark,  inftead  of  leffening  the  feverifh 
Heat,  it  rather  adds  to  its  Force,  and  it  it 
doth  not  .increafe  the  Mifchief,  it  feems  at 
leaft  to  haften  its  Progrefs. 

Dr.  Scott  recommends  farther,  alcaline 
Salts,  as  Sal  Abfynth.  C  C.  Succin.  Viper ar. 
Spong.  aft.  JEthiop .  vegetabil.  &e.  as  alfo  neu¬ 
tral  Salts,  as  Spin.  Minder.  Par  tar.  folubil. 
Sal  Polychreji.  tie  alfo  preferibes  alterative 
mercurial  Preparations,  which  ffiould  be 
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g'ven  flowly,  and  determined  chiefly  to  the 
urinary  Paflages,  viz.  JEfhiop.  min .  PiL 
Mthiop ,  PiL  Mercur.  PiL  Plummer .  &c.  He 
like  wife  mentions,  Steel,  antimonial  Prepara¬ 
tions ,  Millepedes ,  mineral  Waters ,  Sea-water 
i flues ;  and  adds,  that  fome  pretend  to  cure 
th  is  Difeafe  with  the  Decocl.  Puff  Hag.  fuller . 
the  Decodl.  Paronych,  and  the  Rad.  Scrophular. 
and  Affes  Milk,  by  Way  of  Reiterative  y  for 
all  which  Particulars,  the  Reader  is  referred 
to  the  Treatife  itfelf. 

Thefe  Kind  of’  Precedes,  I  purfued 
in  my  firft  Attempt  of  curing  this  Difor- 
der,  but .  finding,  by  Experience,  that 
they  did  not  anfwer  my  Wifhes,  whilft  I 
confined  my  Intention  to  the  Vifcldity  of  the 
Lymph,  in  order  to  corredt  that,  and  to  eva¬ 
cuate  it  by  Urine  or  Stool  3  I  extended  my 
Views  farther,  to  find  out  the  Caufe  of  this 
Languor  of  the  Fluids,  to  diredt  my  Inten¬ 
tion  of  Cure  to  the  Root  of  the  Diforder. 

I  found  then,  by  Obfervation,  that  thefe 
Patients  in  general  have  a  Fullnefs  in  the 
Regia  Hypochondriac# ,  as  well  as  a  Swelling 
o-f  the  Abdomen.

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The  Swelling  of  the  Abdomen  proceeds, 
"without  Doubt,  from  the  meferaic  Glands 
being  obftrudted  and  increafed  in  Bulk,  by 
the  Lodgment  of  a  vifcid  Humor,  and  the 
Fosces  not  being  difcharged  duely,  for  wan 
of  a  proper  Admixture  of  the  Bile.  But 
the  Fullnefs  in  the  Hypochondrium  cannot  be 
owing  to  this  Diforder  of  the  Abdomen ,  tho* 
fome  have  thought  the  Tcnfion  of  the  Belly 
might  occafion  it,  by  preffing  the  Parts  up¬ 
wards.  I  therefore  fufpeded  the  Liver  to 
be  affedred,  and  found,  that  when  a  Vomit 
was  adminiftered,  the  Contents  that  were 
voided  to  be  extreme  bitter  and  four,  and 
the  Hypochondrium  to  fubfide ;  and  that,  as 
the  Cure  goes  on,  the  Bitter  and  Sour- 
nets  abate,  proportionably  with  the  fubfid- 
ing  of  the  Hypochondrium .

This  Sournefs  is  doubtlefs  from  the  pan¬ 
creatic  Juice,  which  is  not  duely  mixt  with 
the  Aliments,  being  hindered  by  the  tumi- 
fied  Liver,  and  in  that  Quality  is  difcharged 
in  the  Vomit.  And  that  thefe  Juices  are 
brought  up  in  fuch  Quantities  from  the  Sto¬ 
mach  in  this  morbid  State,  is  probably  ow¬ 
ing 
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ino’  to  fome  Duels  hitherto  undifeovered,  that 
convey  the  Bile  and  pancreatic  Juice  im¬ 
mediately  into  the  Stomach.

As  thefe  two  Juices  ferve  to  attenuate  the 
Aliments  in  the  Inteftines,  a  Vifcidity  of  the 
Humors  of  the  Body  muft  enfue,  when  they 
do  not  do  their  Office  ;  and  therefore  it  may 
eafily  be  accounted  for,  that  an  InfarCtion 
of  the  Glands  becomes  the  natural  Confe- 
quence  of  their  Inactivity. 

And  that  Children  are  more  fubject  to  this 
Diforder  than  grown  People,  may  be  ex¬ 
plained  in  this  Manner  —  Their  Diet  is 
chiefly  Milk,  which,  properly  taken,  affords 
the  kindeft  Nutriment  to  the  Body  •,  but 
when  ufed  without  Moderation,  as  is  com¬ 
monly  the  Cafe  with  Children,  the  Juices 
become  too  phlegmatic,  and  acquire  a  Vif¬ 
cidity,  which  will  occafion  Swellings  oi  the 
Glands,  efpecially  when  we  confider,  at  the 
fame  Time,  that  they  are  apt  to  eat  all  Kinds 
of  Traffi,  and  frequently  fill  their  Stomachs 
again,  before  the  Digeftion  of  the  former 
Food  is  compleated.  Crudities  are  brought 
on,  ObftruCtions  of  the  meferaic  Glands, 

the 
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the  juices  of  the  Body  grow  vifcid,  and  alfo 
the  Bile  itfelf ;  which  not  being  prepared 
in,  and  fecreted  from,  the  Liver  as  it  ought 
to  be,  occalions  that  Fullneis  of  the  Regio 
Hypochondriac  a  before  mentioned.

When  Children  are  nourilhed  with  the 
Milk  of  difealed  Women,  it  is  natural  to 
conclude,  that  their  tender  Juices  may  ealily 
be  contaminated,  fo  as  to  produce  this  Dif- 
order. 

The  Scrofula  happens  alfo  frequently  after 
the  Small- Pox  and  Mealies.  When  the  mor¬ 
bid  Matter  is  not  duely  carried  off  by  pro¬ 
per  Evacuations,  there  remains  a  Lentor  in 
the  Blood,  which  not  palling  freely  through 
the  Convolutions  of  the  Glands,  a  Stagna¬ 
tion  of  vifcous  Matter  enfues,  and  the  Glands 
are  tumified  and  grow  hard. 

This  Difeafe  is  alfo  fometimes  hereditary, 
in  which  Cafe  we  may  fuppofe  it  either  to 
proceed  from  the  Conformation  of  the  Parts, 
or  the  Seeds  of  the  Diftemper  being  lodged 
in  the  Juices ;  and  although  this  Cafe  has 

been  hitherto  deemed  incurable,  yet  I  make 

no 
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no  Doubt  of  either  curing,  or  fo  far  defray¬ 
ing  it,  as  to  prevent  any  bad  Conferences 
ariiing  from  it. 

When  it  proceeds  from  Parents,  who 
have  fome  remains  of  the  Venereal  Taint, 
I  find  this  Difeafe  more  tradable.

In  all  thefe  Cafes,  we  meet  with  the  pa¬ 
thognomonic  Sign,  the  Fullnefs  in  the  Hy- 
fochondrium ;  which  is  owing  to  too  much 
Bile,  being  colleded  and  detained  in  the 
Liver  ;  and  this  may  proceed  from  various 
Caufes.  In  Children,  the  Vifcidity  and 
Languor  of  the  Juices,  produced  by  the 
Quality,  Quantity,  and  irregular  Indigeftion 
of  their  Diet  or  Food,  may  naturally  be 
fuppofed  to  occafion  alfo  a  Vifcidity  of  the 
Bile,  and  its  Stagnation  in  the  Liver.  And 
a  fimilar  Kind  of  Reafoning  may  eafily  ac¬ 
count  for  the  Appearance  of  this  Symptom 
in  the  other  Circumftances.  Which,  as  my 
prefent  Purpofe  is  chiefly  Pradice  and  Mat¬ 
ters  of  Fad,  I  fhall  leave  to  the  Fhyfiologifts 
to  deduce,  as  to  them  feem  moil  reafonable. 


Thefe 
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Thefe  Confiderations  determined  me  to 
dired  my  firft  Intention,  to  remove  the  Full- 
nefs  in  the  hypochondriac  Region,  and  foon 
found,  that  this  being  leflened,  the  Patients 
loft  that  Liftleffnefs  fo  peculiar  to  this  Dif- 
eafej  that  their  Pronenefs  to  fweat  abated, 
that  they  had  a  better  Appetite,  more  regu¬ 
lar  Stools,  and  a  more  lively  Afped.  After 
this,  I  proceeded  to  Remedies,  peculiarly 
adapted  to  incide  the  Vifcidity  of  the  Lymph, 
to  corred  its  Acrimony,  and  to  remove  the 
Obftrudions  in  the  Glands,  which,  though  it 
generally  proves  a  Work  of  Time,  yet  I 
have  the  Satisfadion  to  produce  here  fome 
of  the  mo  ft  difficult  Cafes,  brought  to  a 
happy  Iffue  at  laft.  Some  of  thefe  Patients 
might  have  been  cured  much  fooner,  if  they 
had  been  kept  to  the  Remedies  more  regu¬ 
larly  and  conftant,  but  thro'  the  Froward- 
nefs  of  the  Children,  and  the  foolifh  Fond- 
nefs  of  the  Parents,  the  Means  were  often 
negleded. 

As  there  is  a  prevalent  Opinion,  that 
Children  out-grow  this  Difeafe,  I  think  it 
my  Duty  to  inform  the  World ;  although  it 

G  fome- 
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fometimes  happens  to  ceafe  making  any  ex¬ 
ternal  Havock,  yet,  I  am  certain,  that  the 
Seeds  of  it  remain  in  the  Conftitution ;  and 
if  they  are  not  deftroyed  by  a  Confumption 
(which  is  often  the  Cafe)  they  will  propagate 
the  Diftemper  from  Generation  to  Genera¬ 
tion, 
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CASE  I. 

OBohsr  15,  1 761. 

MY  Son*  Benjamin  Boulton,  when  about 
two  Years  of  Age,  received  a  Blow 
upon  his  left  Hand,  which  foon  alter  began 
to  fwell  and  grow  very  painful ;  the  Small-

When  this  Lad  was  put  under  my  Care,

CASE  II. 

Oftoler  5,  1761. 

WILLIAM  NELLER,  the  Son  of 
William  Neller ,  a  Tanner,  in  Wild’s- 
Rents,  Long- Lane,  in  the  Parilh  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen  Bermondjey,  Southwark,  gave  me 
the  following  Account.  When  about  feven 
Fears  of  Age,  I  was  feized  with  the  Rheu- 
matifm  in  one  of  my  Arms,  upon  the  Cur¬ 
ing  of  which,  feveral  hard  Lumps  appeared 
in  my  Neck,  that  broke  out  into  Sores.

Ottoler  7,  17^1. 

MASTER  George  C - e,  the  Son  of 

an  eminent  Engraver  of  this  City, 
was  put  under  my  Care,  May  28,  1760, 
aged  ten  Years,  of  an  adtive  lively  Difpoh- 
tion  and  full  Habit,  with  a  Lamenefs  of  ©ne 
Leg.  The  Hypochondria  and  Abdomen  tu¬ 
mbled,  and  feveral  Glands,  running  down 
the  maftoid  Mufcles,  indurated.  The  Scro¬ 
tum  very  much  enlarged,  with  two  ferofu- 
lous  Ulcers,  exuding  a  brown  and  yellowifh 
Lymph.  The  fpermatic  Cords  and  Epidi- 
dymi  very  hard  and  thickened.  A  Cicatrix 
on  one  of  the  Phalanges  of  the  Fingers, 

occafioned 
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occafioned  by  an  exfoliation  of  the  Bone ; 
alfo  he  had  a  Tinea  Capitis. 

By  my  Method  I  foon  ftopt  the  Progrefs 
of  the  very  alarming  Complaint,  and  of  the 
fcrofulous  Ulcers  in  the  Scrotum,  which 
threatened  Deftrudtion  to  the  Teftes.  The 
Ulcers  being  healed,  the  Epididymi  and 
lpermatic  Cords  alfo  leflened  by  Degrees; 
and  though  the  Cure  went  on  flowly,  on 
Account  of  the  Difeafe  being  fo  rooted  in, 
we  met  with  no  untoward  Accident  during 
its  Progrefs,  and  now  is  brought  to  a  happy 
Conclufion ;  his  Virility  fecured,  and  he  is

MASTER  C - e,  Brother  to  the 

foregoing  George,  was  put  under  my 
Care,  June  10,  1760,  then  about  twelve 
Years  old,  of  a  thin  weak  Habit.  The 
Hypochondria  and  Abdomen  fwelled.  The 
parotid  and  fubmaxillary  Glands,  on  the  left 

Side,  very  large,  hard,  and  prominent.

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The  fublingual  Glands,  with  divers  others* 
leading  down  the  maftoid  Mufcle,  fcirrhous. 
His  Breath  fo  foetid,  that  his  School- fellows 
fhunned  him.  Gums  rotting,  bleeding,  and 
of  a  livid  Colour.  Copious  nodhirnal  Sweats, 
with  great  Languifhments,  and  a  dry  fhort 
convulhve  Cough,  with  a  hedtic  Fever. 

My  firft  Attempt  was,  to  flop  the  Progrefs 
of  this  confuming  hedtic  Heat,  which  being 
accomplifhed,  I  gradually  fubdued  the  Hypo¬ 
chondria  and  Abdomen  ;  afterwards  my  Me¬ 
dicines  inlinuated  themfelves  into  the  Habit 
in  fuch  a  Manner,  as  perfectly  to  eradicate 
the  fcrofulous  Taint  out  of  the  Juices  of 
the  Body, 


CASE  V. 

ARAB  PATTEN,  living  in  Alfton- 


kj  flreet ,  Shoreditch,  aged  about  thirteen 
Years,  was  put  under  my  Care,  "June  1 1, 
1760,  almoft  blind,  with  fcrofulous  Tumors 
about  the  Eye-lids.  The  Parotid,  fubmax- 
illary,  and  fublingual  Glands  were  large  and 
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indurated,  moft  of  them  difcharging  a  clear 
corrofive  Lymph.  The  axillary  Glands,  of 
the  right  Side,  were  enlarged  to  the  Size, of 
a  Hen’s  Egg,  fo  that  it  impeded  the  Motion 
of  her  Arm,  and  hindered  her  working. 
Cicatrices  upon  both  her  fore  Arms,  Breafts, 
&c.  The  Hypochondria  and  Belly  fwelled. 
She  complained  of  a  great  Sournefs,  attend¬ 
ed  oftentimes  with  Pains  in  the  Stomach, 
and  had  a  voracious  Appetite. 

This  Girl  being  very  poor,  and  living  at 
a  great  Diftance,  much  perplexed  my  Inten¬ 
tions  ;  however,  being  willing  to  cure  her,  I 
gave  her  my  Medicines,  with  general  Direc¬ 
tions  for  ufing  them,  defiring  to  fee  her  in 
a  week  or  fortnight’s  Time  :  She  began  at 
firft  taking  them  regularly,  and  finding  great 
Benefit,  not  only  perfifted  in  the  Ufe  of 
them  for  fome  Time,  but  brought  her  Sif¬ 
ter  Elizabeth  (mentioned  in  the  next  Cafe) 
to  be  my  Patient.  She  being  now  almoft 
recovered  of  her  Blindnefs,  and  the  Lump  in 
the  Axilla  very  much  reduced,  her  Mother 
fent  her  to  work.  From  this  Time,  I  fel- 
dom  Taw  her  oftener  than  once  in  a  Month 
or  five  Weeks,  and  afterwards  fhe  totally 

neglected 
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negle&ed  coming.  About  five  Months  after 
I  went  to  enquire  about  her,  when  her  Mo¬ 
ther  told  me  ihe  grew  very  ftrong  and  obfti- 
nate,  and  fhe  believed  if  ihe  had  taken  her 
Drugs,  fhe  would  have  got  a  perfect  Cure ; 
and  that  fhe  not  only  omitted  taking  them, 
but  was  fo  obftinate  as  to  refufe  taking  any 
more.

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I  found  the  Glands  in  the  Axilla  almoft 
free,  her  Eyes  gave  her  very  little  trou¬ 
ble,  and  all  the  other  Complaints  greatly 
mended.

Elizabeth  patten,  sifter  to 

the  fore-mentioned  Sarah,  aged  about 
nine  Years.  She  had  the  fublingual  Glands 
indurated,  with  a  conftant  Pain  in  the 
Stomach,  and  Tenfion  of  the  Hypochon¬ 
dria.
